King’s Cheatre. 

On Saturday night, Bellini’s new Opera, I Capuletit e Montecchi, . 
was performed for the first time in this country, but failed to attrac, y 
a good house, and we question if the report whieh will be made of it by 
those who were present will make people anxious to hear it. Bellini 
has no original genius, and in this Opera we find repetitions of his own 
music, as well as that of others; the only really beautiful thing in the 
Opera is the quintetto and finale to the first act, which was rapturously 
encored. Pasta acted splendidly as Romeo, but in the early part of 
the Opera sang wretchedly out of tane. Meric’s Guilietia, and Don- 
zelli’s Tebaldo, were good ; the latter had but little to do after the 
first act. On the whole the Opera went off but flatly,

On the night in question the property- 
map gave me a couple of unusually large pistols, the first of these 
went off, on hearing the report of which Mr Keeley had to pop his 
head out from behind the curtains of the bed; he did so, and I 
approached for the purpose of seizing him, which is likewise the 
business of the scene. In the act of throwing down the second pistol, 
to my utter astonishment it exploded. The effect was instantaneous 
and electrical. Mr Keeley from his low position on the bed received, 
part of the charge, and my own arm bas been injured by the shock. 
It is, perhaps, right also for me to state, in my own justification, there 
must have been scandalous neglect on the part of those whose duty it 
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was to superinteod the loading of the pistols, as on subsequent inves 
tigation, it appeared that the pistol which caused the accident had 
been thrived charged. Comment on this would be superfluous.’ We 
have great pleasure in stating that Mr Keeley is going on much better 
than was anticipated; he holds Mr Wood entirely blameless. The 
latter bas set up two nights with the iavalid since the accident, and 
has evinced great concern thronghout the sad affair. 

Theatrical Movements.—Dowton has been playing most of his fa- 
Vorite characters with great success at Liverpool 4 on Monday he acted 
Falstaff, in Henry the Fourth, to Cooper’s Hotspur. He is succeeded 
there, this week, by Bartley, and next week the widow Nesbitt will 
be the star. Hackett and Power embarked op board the Europe on 
Tuesday last for New York, and on the first of August Mr and Mrs 
Wood sail for the United States; they had a bumper benefit last week 
in Dublin. ‘Taglioni commenced her engagement at the Hawkin’s 
Street Theatre, in Dublin, oo Tharsday night, the prices were raised 
from five shillings to seven for the boxes, from three and sixpence to 
five shillivgs for the pit, and to the galleries in the same proportion.
